7STJJI VasABolRi, forwr CoXoael of tbs JctpansM Qeotrxl Staff, la 
about AS Tear* old, a natlaa of lablAaraoi^koii. A laadiog fl^oro lb tba 
ps^-aar militarist oliqpia, tSOlI bocama notad as a brilliant staff officer 
ai^ taotiolaa* He direoted pert of the fighting against the Russians in 
tbs libBonhan Znoident in 1939 and as a res^t of that fiasco, fas aas trass* 
farted t o HQ of tfaa Japanasa Hbq>aditioiiax 7 Eoroas in China.

Ha is said to have vorloed enargetloally to bring about peace 
negotiationa with tha Chungking GoTeroaant and in so doing von over the 
adnlration and syvpathy of aany Chinaaa. 

Although the Japanese Donobillsation Bureau listed tSQJI as dead by 
hara*kirl, reports from China in 1946*47 indicated that he vae in 
aeting In adviaory eiqeioity to Chlaag Kai-shek, along vlth Oen OKAMHRA 
azid others.
